To purchase the insu¬ 
rance coverage an individual need only to 
apply through any licensed property and 
casualty insurance agent. 

Information on rates and amounts of 
insurance available may be obtained from 
any licensed property and casualty insu¬ 
rance agent. 

According to the Federal Insurance and 
Hazard Mitigation Office of the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency, during 
the first 30 days after a jurisdiction has con¬
